[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

MANILA, April 16.—With peace restored in 
Luzon and Samar by the surrenders today 
war seems imminent in the Island of Min- 
danao. General Chaffee has decided to bring 
the murderers of American soldiers in that 
island to justice, and inasmuch as the Dat- 
toes are maintaining a defiant attitude, a 


On April 27 Colonel Frank D. Baldwin, with 
an expedition of 1,200 men, including caval- 
ry and artillery, will start for the interior 
of the island. 

General Chaffee has cabled the following 
report on the situation to the. War depart. 
ment at Washington: 

“With reference to my telegram of 23d 
ultimo, reporting attack by Moros, recon- 
neissance under Forsyth on March 15, s6l- 
dier of Twenty-seventh Regiment, United 
States Infantry, murdered by Moros in vi- 
cinity of Parang-Parang. On March 380 two 
soldiers of Twenty-seventh Regiment, Unit- 
ed States Infantry, having one gun, were 
approached with a semblance of friendship 
by six Moros near Malabang. Rifle seized, 
one soldier killed, other severely wounded 
but escaped. Murder without provocation 
or justification in any way. Murderers 
known; demand has been made for their 
surrender. Thus far Dattos refused to de- 
liver them. Have n at Malabang; tried 
to confer with them. \Waited three days. 
Dattos failed to come or acknowledge re- 
ceipt of my request for conference. 


Will Try to Avoid War.

’ The surrender of General Malvar marks 


the end of a long and stubborn campaign, 

and the credit is given to Brigadier General 
Franklin Bell, who last December estab- 
lished protected zones and reconcentration 
camps. The latter were erroneously sup- 
posed to be similar to those of Captain 
General Weyler in Cuba. They were quite 
the contrary. In the Philippine camps not 
‘a single case of starvation has been recorded 
and the death rate is below that of the 
neighboring provinces, where there are no 
camps. The majority of the peasants are 
better fed, housed, and protectéd than they 
were formerly. In the meantime these peo- 
ple are codperating with the native volun- 
teers, who are relentlessly rounding up the 
rebels. Their work has resulted in the 
capture or surrender of 8,500 riflemen and 
hundreds of storehouses with enormous pro- 
visions and supplies of ammunition, 


Natives Returning Home. 

The persona! surrender of General Malvar, 
with his promise that his entire command 
will come in, will permit thousands of peo- 
ple to return to their homes before the plant- 
ing season begins, as they know now that 
they will not be disturbed by the rebels. 

General Bell, who has accomplished this 
result, is held in universal respect and ad- 
miration by the natives. 

General Wheaton gives General Bell great 

credit for his indefatigability in conducting 
the campaign. He was in the field on horse- | 
back day and night, personally superin- 
tending the most arduous operations.

JURY SAYS FOE OF HARLEM 
_ GAMBLERS WAS MURDERED. 
Robert McKay Meets Death in Same 


Manner ag Did James McAuliffe— 
Witness Tells of Threats. 


New York, April 16. —[ Special. J—Robert 
McKay was murdered, according to the 
verdict rendered by a jury before Coroner 
Goldenkranz today... The man died at his 
home, 102 East One Hundred and Twenty- 
seventh street, where he was taken after 
he had been found unconecious in the street 
in front of a saloon at One Hundred and 
Twenty-fourth street and Park avenue. An 
autopsy showed that he died of a compound 
fracture of the skull. 

In many of its features the case is like 
that of James McAuliffe, who, it has been 
alleged, members of the.police force killed.

BLOCK OF HOMES 
EMPTIED BY FIRE 


Flames in South Clark Street | 


Grocery House Drive Out 
Many Neighboring ’ 
Families. 


BABY’S BODY CARRIEDOUT 


Firemen and. Police Find That a | 


Death Has Just Occurred 
in the Heins 
House. 


BIG BLAZE NEAR THE RIVER. 


In an entire city square homes were de- 
serted and residents and furniture were 
crowded into the streets last night because of 
fire which destroyed the wholesale grocery 
establishment of Loverin & Browne, 1807 
Clark street, and wrought a damage of $50,- 


| 000 or more. While the frightened house- 
holders were vacating or were being moved 


out by the police a dead baby was left in an 
abandoned home. 

The child died on Tuesday morning, and 
its funeral was to have been held today. 
When the order was issued by Police Lieu- 
tenant Cronin to clear everybody out of the 
houses the father, John Heins, 179 Eight- 
eenth street, took his family out of the place 
of danger, but the dead body was left. 

** There’s a dead child in one of the aban- 
doned houses,’’ said a man to Sfowenent 
Cronin. 

The walls of the burning puilding were 
threatening to fall, and if they had the child 
would have been buried in a mass of bricks. 
Tdeutenant Cronin sent Policeman McDer- 
mott into the house and the body was 
brought out on a pillow and taken to an un- 
dertaking establishment. 

Sidewalk Gives Way. 

While Clark and Eighteenth streets were 
in confusion from the moving of the fami- 
lies a section of sidewalk in Clark street 
gave way under the weight of the crowd and 
threw the spectators in a pile into the gut- 
ter. The fall was one of several feet, but 
the only injuries reported to the police were 
to Daniel Cantrall, 1918 Armour avenue, a 
cripple, and to Policeman Mulcahey of the 
Twenty-second Street Police Station. Both 
were sent home. 

The abandoned district was between Clark, 
Eighteenth, and Nineteenth streets and 
Armour avenue. The grocery building stood 
in the middle of the block, running through 
from Clark street to Armour avenue. The 
danger to the homes adjoining on both sides 
was not so much from fire aS from the pos- 
sibility of a falling wall. | 


Women Are Hysterical. 


“After the residerits had been moved from 


their houses by the police or had vacated 
them in fright, there were a number of 
hysterical women in the streets who thought 
they had lost their belongings or had been 
driven from their homes forever. 
According to the night watchman, Joseph 
Culloh, the fire started at the top of the 
five-story building in the rear on Armour 
avenue, and dropped down through the ele- 
vator shaft. The origin is unknown. The 


principal loss was to the grocery firm, which 


occupied the first and second floors. 


Occupants and Their Losses. 

The occupants of the building and the 
losses are as follows: 

Basement, first and second floors, occupied by 
the Loverin & Browne wholesale grocery company; 
damage by fire, smoke, and water, $10,000.

Women Carried Ladder. 

Fire in the five-story building at 164-168. 
Randolph street shortly after 5 o'clock in 
the afternoon created much excitement and 
was attended by a number of rescues by 
the firemen. When the firemen reached the 
rear of the structure they saw two excited 
women standing in a window. They had 
feared to descend by the stairway because 
of the smoke. Ladders were raised quicly 
and the women were carried down. They 
were Tillie Holman, 40 Wendel street, and 
Sophie Bergerson, 11 Sedgwick court. James 
Andrews, a deaf mute, who was on the 
second floor, slid down a rope to the street. 
Fire Marshal Musham and Assistant Chief 
Campion responded to the alarm, but by the 
time they arrived the blaze 
guished. The fact that the building adjoins 
the one occupied by the paint plant of Heath 
& Milligan caused some anxiety for a time. 
The loss will not exceed $500. 

Fire Near Union Depot. 

Fire threatened to destroy the immense 
warehouse and freight depot of the Adams 
Express company at the west end of the 
Madison street bright just before noon yes- 
terday. ‘T'wo hundred employés were 
thrown into a panic, the interlocking switch 
systems of the Pennsylvania and Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul railroad companies 
were crippled, and through trains were de- 
layed nearly an hour. 

The fire started from a lamp explosion in 
an express car, and a minute latef{the 
freight platform was in flames. Alongside 
this platform stands the interlocking sys- 
tem, valued at $10,000. From here hundreds 
of switches are controlied by one or two 
men in a tower. The flames spread imme- 
diately to this tower and it had to be aban- 
doned. 

For nearly an hour no train passed into the 
Gepot from the north end, but finally the 


system was disconnected and the switches | 


were thrown by hand, thus enabling the 
through trains to enter the depot. 


Damage Done by Blaze. 

All the property affected by the fire is 
owned by the Pennsylvania company. The 
losses were estimated as follows, being fully 
covered by insurance: 

Bullding facing Madison street and occupied as 
freight offices, valued at $35,000; damaged, $10,000. 

Warehouse in rear, occupied by Adams Express 
company, valued at $50,000; loss, $5,000. 

Pennsylvania railroad company, on interlocking 
switch system, estimated damage $3,000 

Loss of express cars and freight sheds, $1,000.

Details of the great battle 


TENANTS FORMING FLAT DWELL- 
ERS’ BROTHERHOOD. 


Protective Association of Apartment 
Rulers Rouses the Down-Trodden 


Dwellers to Unite for Defense— 


William H. Arthur of 1335 Fulton 
Street Draws Up a Set of Rules to 
Cover Most of the Flagrant Abuses 
Now Practiced. 


With the Janitors’ Protective association 
in the process of formation, there was only 
one thing for the “‘ ruthless ’’ tenants to do, 
and they are doing it. Before the janitors 
have completed their organization it is likely 
the Chicago Flat Dwellers and Flat Owners’ 
Protective Brotherhood will have applied for 
papers of incorporation—* not for profit.” 

If the tenant is already completely under 
the thumb of the individual and separate 
janitor, what will he be under the pro- 
tected and associated janitor? That is the 
question the flat dweller and flat owner 
asked himself. 


Call to Flat Dwellers. 
William H. Arthur, 1335 Fulton street, a 
flat owner, with many years’ experience as 
a flat dweller, is organizer for the Protective 
Brotherhood. Yesterday he issued a call 


for flat dwellers to come into the union. He. 


has formulated a set of rules corresponding 
to the rules of the Janitors’ association. 
_Any flat dweller subscribing to these rules 
may become a member of the brotherhood 
by sending his name to Mr. Arthur. 

A copy of the rules will be given to the 
janitors in all ‘*‘ brotherhood buildings.’’ A 
grievance committee will have charge of 


complaints. As the janitors do not propose . 


to listen to complaints from tenants, the 
tenants propose to deal with the janitors. 

‘If Mrs. Jones has a complaint that her 
ash bucket has not been emptied,’’ said Mr: 
‘“‘she will not go out on the back 
steps and yell for Nels. For when Nels 
comes there is only an argument, and then 
Nels does not’ empty the bucket for three 
days or more. She will write to the busi- 
ness agent of the brotherhood. The business 
agent will hunt up the walking delegate of 
the Janitors’ Protective association and will 
inform him that Mrs. Jones’ ash bucket 
has not been cleaned. - 

‘Under this plan the janitor will become 
a working automaton and the tenants will 
be perfect strangers to him.”’ 7 


Rules to Regulate J anitors. 

The rules which Mr. Arthur has formulat- 
ed are as follows: 

The janitor shall not fight with the milkman 
during sleeping hours, which are hereby estab- 
lished as being between 10 p. m. and8a.m. If 
they must fight they may go to the basement any 
time after 8 o'clock. 

The janitor has no right to administer corporal 
punishment indiscriminately to the children in the 
building. He may make r endations, in 
writing, to the parents, but on no occasion is he 
to be permitted to usurp the parental authority 
with the slipper. 

The janitor shall not tin can dogs owned by 
residents of the flat nor shall he kick them when 
they get between his legs as he is carrying the 
ashes down the back steps. 

Neither shall the janitor put chewing gum on 
the feet of any cats which may be owned by spins- 
ters or other persons In the building. This is dis- 
tressing both to the cat and to the spinster or other 
person. 

If a resident or residents of the building have a 
piano it does not devolve upon the janitor to at- 
tempt to control the playing thereof. He Is paid 
to tend the furnace and not as a musical critic. 

‘The janitor shall not expect to be asked to din- 
ner by the residents. | 

If the frolicsome children in the building should 


empty a can of ashes or other refuse on the head | 


of the janitor he shall immediately go into the 
basement and count 500. After this he may sub- 
mit a written report to the parents of the children. 
The use of opprobrious language on such occasions 
is forbidden. 

The janitor is not allowed to demolish any baby 
carriages or bicycles which may be left in the hall, 
Neither shall he appropriate them for his own use 
nor pawn them. He may notify the owners that 
they are in the way. 

The morning paper is purchased by the subscrib- 
er fortis own use and not for the janitor’s. 

The janitor shall not ‘‘ rubber” at the letters 
or callers coming to residents in the building. 

Neither may he listen.on the back stairs if there 
should be any domestic difficulty In any of the 
apartments. An observance of this rule will keep 
janitors out of the witness stand. 

The janitor is not expected to smile, knowingly 
if he should happen to learn that Mr. Jones is 
sick the day after he saw him come in at 5a. m. 

The janitor is not permitted aa borrow money

7, 1904, the day on which the present treaty 
with China expires. The vote on the final 
passage of the bill was 76 to 1. 

The Senate by a vote of 48 to 33 adopted the 
Platt amendment as a substitute for the 
bill passed by the House. which absolutely 
prohibited the entrance of Chinese laborers 
into this country, no, time limit being fixed. 
The bill as finally adopted is unsatisfactory 
to many Senators, but inasmuch as the House 
bill was held to be a Violation of the treaty 
with China the Senate adopted the Platt 
proposition, which continues the present 
laws until the treaty expires, at which time 


vides that all. laws now in force prohibiting 
and regulating the coming of Chinese into 
the United States shall be .extended until 
Dec. 7, 1904, or as long as the present treaties 
are in effect, 


Present Law Is Extended. 


The present laws relate only to the com- 
ing of Chinese into the United States proper, 
but the bill adopted today extends their 
provisions so as to apply to the insular pos- 
sessions. The Chinese in the East Indien 
possessions of Uncle Sam cannot, under the 
provisions of the measure adopted today, go 
to his West Indian possessions, or vice versa, 
but those residing in one group of islands 
can go from one island to another of the 
same group. 

Article 6 of the treaty provides that the 
convention will remain in force for a period 
of ten years, beginning with the date of the 


before the expiration of the period of. ten 
years neither government formally gives 
notice of its final termination to the other, 
the treaty will remain in force for another 
‘period of ten years. The measure adopted 


terminated, as provided in article 6, the ex- 
clusion laws now upon the statute books and 
the legislation adopted today will be extend- 
ed, and will remain in force until a new 
treaty respecting the coming of Chinese per- 
sons into the United States has been con- 


effect the provisions of the new treaty. 


Treasury Department in Control. 


The Secretary of the Treasury is authorized 
to make rules and regulations not Inconsist- 
ent with the laws of the land necessary to 
carry out the legislation enacted today. 
Under the laws now in effect every Chinese 
laborer who is entitled to remain in the 


‘United States is required to secure a cer- 


tificate from the government showing that 
he is entitled to reside here. In the absence 
of such a certificate a Chinese laborer may 
be arrested and deported unless he can 
show that he is entitled to remain here. 


Character of Persons Excluded. 


Within the meaning of the law now upon 
the statute books and the measure adopted 
by the Senate today, a laborer is construed 
to mean both skilled and unskilled manual 
laborers, Chinese employed in mining, fish- 
ing, huckstering, peddling, or laundry w 
and those engaged in taking, drying, or oth- 
erwise preserving shell fish or othgr fish for 
home consumption or for exportation; and 
every Chinese will be deemed a laborer with- 
in the meaning of the law who is not an offi- 
cial, a teacher, student, merchant, or a 
traveler for curiosity or pleasure. 

Of the thirty-three votes cast against the 
Platt substitute nine were Republicans. They 
were Bard and Perkins of California, Mitch- 
ell and Simon of Oregon, Jones of Nevada, 
Fairbanks of Indiana, Penrose of Pennsyl- 
vania, Lodge, and Foster of Washington, 
All of them favored Chinese exclusion but 
voted against the substitute woecause they 
wanted the original bill which placed no 
limit upon the period of exclusion. 

Of the forty-eight votes in favor of the 
Platt substitute six were cast by Demo- 
crats. They were: Morgan and Pettus of 
Alabama, Blackburn of Kentucky, Cockrell 
of Missouri,, McLaurin of South Carolina, 
and Gibson of Montana. 

Some minor conditions were made, ad- 
mitting Chinese persons connected with 
national expositions, and providing for cer- 
tificates of identification of Chinese in insular 
possessions. Otherwise, however, the sub- 
stitute was adopted substantially in the form 
that Mr. Platt presentedit. -

Washington, D. C., April 16,—President- 
ect Tomas Estrada Palma of the new 
Cuban Republic passed through here this 
afternoon en route to Cuba. He will visit

From there the 
President-elect will proceed to Manzanillo 
and Santiago, and go to Havana about May 9. 

The President-elect is suffering from a 
cold, which made talking a serious strain, 
and his health apparently is far from per- 
fect. His first important act as the Presi- 
dent. of the new republic, he announced 
today, will be the formation of a Cabinet

Congress. He already has settled upon sev- 
eral persons to whom he will offer port- 
folios, but he refused to make his selections 
public, explaining that he wanted to give the 
matter full consideration after he reaches 
Cuba and to announce the Cabinet simul- 
taneously.

tobacco, and other Cuban products. The 
Cuban government would act entirely ona 
reciprocal basis in making reductions on 
United States products, and whatever ac- 
tion was taken at Washington along this 
line would be followed to the same extent 
by the Havana government. He said this 
subject presented the most dificult problem 
among those he foresaw. 

‘In response to a direct query, he said the 
Cuban government would not establish such 
reciprocal commercial relations with any 
other government than that of the United 
States.

The issue price of the loans, 934, com- 
pares badly with 113%, at which figure the 
consols were bought in the days before the 
war.

\ Cabinet Considers Proposals.

LONDON, April 16.—The Cabinet met 
again at ‘noon today, presumably to consider 
the latest\Boer peace proposals.

minutes. The Exchange Telegram company 
gays the meeting was devoted to the con- 
sideration of further communications from 
the Boer delegates now in Pretoria. It is 
generally believed that little progress has 
been made in the peace negotiations. 
’ Later it was asserted that the communi- 
cation from Lord Milner, considered at the 
Cabinet meeting, contained the first -clear 
statement of the attitude of the Boer lead- 
ers, who hitherto had\not agreed on the 
peacé terms they would accept. 

At the conclusion of the Cabinet session 
the King gave an audience to Lord Salis- 
bury at Buckingham Paiace,. The Premier 
remained in conference with the King until 
2:15. Subsequently his Majesty departed 
for Sandringham.

The most that can be 
expected of high officials of the government 
is that they shall conceal nothing, palliate 
nothing—“ nothing extenuate, nor set down 
aught in malice "—but shall expose the of- 
fense and punish the offender whenever and 
wherever found.

BEWARE OF THE RAILROAD STOCKS. 

People who are so simple-minded as to 
buy railroad stocks. undiscriminatingly at 
their present prices on the strength of the 
_assertions of leading speculators that one 
of the greatest bull markets of recent years 
is near at hand will find themselves poorer 
if not wiser before another year has passed. 

_ Under existing circumstances there is 
nothing to warrant another big boom in 
stocks. The stocks of nearly all roads 
are today quoted so far above their intrinsic 
value that the investor gets only from 2 
to. 4 per cent on the stock of the best rail- 
roads. Northwestern, for instance, at 255 
pays only about 24% per cent. Railroad 
earnings are decreasing. The showing 
would be worse than it is as to some roads 


fictitiousavaluation. 

There is no corn in the country to ship 
and the supply of wheat in the elevators 
is running low. The prospect for a large 
crop of winter wheat is not flattering. Re- 
ports from all parts in the Southwest say 
that much of it has been killed by alternate 
freezing and thawing. The government 
report issued last week made the condition 


91 per cent at this time last year. 

The opinion is gaining ground that ie 
big speculators and syndicates are carrying 
expensive railroad stocks which ‘they are 
anxious to dispose of at false prices before 
it dawns upon the public that the prices 
now ruling are in most instances absurdly 
high.

JANITORS’ COMBINATION. 

- Catching the industrial contagion of the 
times, now come the janitors and form 
themselves into a union. The organization 
differs, however, from the ordinary trade 
unions in that it contemplates only moral, 
social, and economical reforms in apart- 
ment-houses. 

To carry out their reforms the - janitors 
have laid down fifteen distinct declarations 
of principles, some binding upon them- 
selves and some indirectly upon the ten- 
ants who are in their charge and who have 
consigned themselves to their tender mer- 
cies. Hitherto the janitor has been re- 
garded by the tenant as a superior being 
and one to whom conéessions must be made, 
and on the other hand the janitor has re- 
garded the tenant as an inferior sort of be- 
ing, to whom no concessions should be 
made, especially if the tenant has children 
or is given to music or the habit of staying 
out late of nights. 

This lack of harmonious relations be- 
tween the tenant and janitor will be reme- 
died if the rules of conduct adopted at the 
meeting of Union No. 1 are honestly car- 
ried out. In the first place, the janitors 
must be as tidy and clean as possible. This

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ING EDWARD has officially an- 
nounced that henceforth his 
day is to be celebrated on May 80. 
The real anniversary of his birth 
is Nov. 9 But at that time of the 
year most people are out of town, and a 
proper celebration of the day gives rise to 80 
much inconvenience that King Edward will 
henceforth have his birthday in spring, 
that is to say, on May 30, when every one 
is in town.and the season is in full swing. 
He thus adds six months tohis age by means 
of a proclamation, but that is, of course, a 
royal prerogative. This year his birthday 
will signalize the inauguration of the round 
of coronation festivities. nA 
Apropos of the coronation the Roman aris- 
tocracy, especially that patrician element 
which is so extensively connected by ties 
of blood with the great houses of the English 
nobility, proposes -to be extensively repre- 
gented in London during the coming sea- 
son, and this has led to a troublesome ques- 
tion which is giving the court authorities 
in England a good deal of trouble and worry. 
According to a strict rule of the English 
court, upon the enforcement of which King 
Edward has insisted with a good deal of 
vigor since his accession to the throne, no 
foreigner can go to court in England or at- 
tend any English court function who has 
not been presented by the Ambassador of 
his country and who has. not been previously 
presented to his own sovereign. : 
* Now, nearly all the grandest members of 
the Roman patriciate, especially those who 
have English affiliations, belong to what 
is known as the black aristocracy, who boy- 
cott the Quirinal, ignore King Victor Em- 
manuel socially as. well as officia‘ly, and act 
at Rome asif the Vatican were the only, court 
in the Eternal City. Few of them have ever 
crossed the threshold of the Quirinal, and 
could not dream of asking the Ambassador 
of a sovereign, whom they so openly and 
contemptuously ignore, to present them at 
the court of St. James, even if the rule re- 
quiring their previous presentation at the 
Quirinal were waived in their favor. 
It is difficult to see how the matter can 
be settled, for there is no resident Papal en- 


present them. The Italian Ambassador will 
quite naturally refuse to have anything to 
do with them, and is likely, moreover, to 
protest if King Edward allows them to be 
presented by any one else. They, on their 
side, claim that the Pope is their sovereign, 
and that presentation at the Vatican Is 
amply sufficient to qualify them for presen- 
tation at the court of St. James. As mat- 


Roman nobles will be absolutely- barred, 
not only from the coronation but from all 
the ceremonies and court festivities in con- 
nection therewith in London. 


With regard to the stories which have 
been current of late in the American and 
foreign press alleging that the Russian 
traitor, Colonel Baron Grimm, convicted of 
selling Russia’s most important military 
secrets toGermany, had been shot or hanged, 
it is not generally known that capital pun- 
ishment does not exist in the dominions of 
the Czar. It was abolished nearly 200 years 
ago by Empress Elizabeth, daughter of Peter 
the Great. 

The death penalty can only be enforced in 
‘the event of state of war or of martial law 
being In existence at the time of the of- 
fense. But, of course, the Czar can by a 
spetial act of his supreme power as autocrat 
direct a man to be put to death as an excep- 
tional measure, which has occasionally been 
done in cases of high. treason. 

The new criminal code, which has not yet 
been introduced but which is to come into 
force at the end of the present year, pro- 
vides the death penaity for political offenses 
of the most aggravated order. But this in- 
novation has aroused such astorm of protest 
that it is probable that it may be withdrawn 
and solitary confinement with hard labor 
for life substituted in its stead. 

- Russia has so great a name abroad for 
the barbarity of the treatment which she ac- 
cords to her offenders that I am sure that 
the fact that she shares with Belgium, Italy, 
and certain cantons of Switzerland the dis- 
tinction of having abolished the death pen- 
alty has been forgotten, and is no longer a 
matter of general knowledge. 


The announcement that Richard Croker, 
the: ex-boss of Tammany Hall, New York, 
by the recent purchase of property in Eng- 
land has become Lord of the Manor of Wan- 
tage, has led several of my readers to write 
to me to inquiré whether this confers any 
title upon him and what it really means. In 
reply I would state that the distinction 
confers no title, that the “ boss ’’ remains 
** Mr.” as heretofore, and that the dignity 
in question, such as it is, dates back from 
the timé of the first Norman King of Eng- 
land, who divided up the newly conquered 
land into manors, each *‘ Lord of the Manor ”’ 
holding the land direct from the sovereign, in 
return therefor giving such military sery- 
ice or such monetary dues as the monarch 
might require. 

There is scarcely a manor in England 
where some queer old custom dating back 
to the feudal times does not survive, recall- 
ing the former prestige and glory of the 
** Lords of the Manor.’’ 

Thus, at Wantage, on each Palm Sunday 
since time immemorial, the so-called “ gad- 
whip ’”’ manorial service takes place. The 
Lord of the Manor, leaving his pew in the 
chancel of the parish church, advances to 
the steps of the altar and cracks a heavy 
carriage whip three times insuccession while 
the rector is reading the first lesson. At the 
commencement of the second lesson he ap- 
proaches the parson with the whip in his 
hand and a purse of gold pieces tied to the 
end of the lash. This he waves thrice in 
the air, and then holds the whip so that 
the purse hangs directly over the priest's 
head until the conclusion of the chapter, 
when the priest takes possession of the 
purse and reverently places it on the altar. 

Whether Richard Croker as a Roman Cath- 
olic will be considered as barred from the 
enjoyment of these mamorial rights, or 
whether he will be allowed to perform them 
by means of an Anglican deputy remains 


. to be seen, 


Nowhere do these rights of the Lord of 
the Manor remain to such an extent in force 
as in those channel islands which have 
been in the possession of the British crown 
since the days of the Norman conquest.

Pat, an Irish Setter, Killed by Train 
in Edgebrook When Young Irwin 
Williams Is Threatened. | 


Pat, an Irish setter which had been the 
life companion of 8-year-old Irwin Williams, 
was killed yesterday while attempting to 
save its master and three playmates from

RETIREMENT FROM OFFI 


President of Civil Service Commission 
Out of That Position on July 1 and 
He Will Go to Milwaukee to Estab- 
lish a Grain Brokerage Business— 
Said to Be Weary of Local Board of 
Trade’s Attitude Toward His 
Methods of Dealing. 


Robert Lindblom, President of the Chicago 
‘Civil Service commission, will leave that 
office, and the city, too, on July 1. He made 
this announcement last evening in Milwau- 
kee, where he went for the purpose of estab- 
lishing a grain brokerage office in connec- 
tion with the Milwaukee Chamber of Com- 
merce. | | 

It is understood that Mr. Lindblom has 
grown weary of the Chicago Board of 
Trade’s attitude toward his al‘eged methods 


of trading, and is therefore seeking the more | 


congenial field in Milwaukee. 

In January he was suspended from the 
privileges of the board here for a period 
of one month, the charge being “ trading 
after hours.’ At*this treatment Mr. Lind- 
blom protested, and it is said to’have set- 
tied his determination to leave the city. 


Will Serve Out His Term. 

Mr. Lindblom’s four-year term on the Civil 
Service board, of which latterly he has been 
President, will not expire until midsummer, 
and he announced his intention yesterday 
of serving out the period, leaving Chicago 
‘finally when the term is ended. He will, 
however, oversee the management of his 
Milwaukee office during the intervening 
months. 

When he goes to Milwaukee to live Mr. 
Lindblom will end a residence of twenty- 
four years in Chicago, during which time he 
has made himself a factor in the city’s com- 
mercial life. He was one of the original 
Committee of Thirty-five to whose efforts 
Chicago owed the World’s Fair. While in 
Washington Mr. Lindblom was one of the 
five men who subscribed $100,000 each in or- 
der to bring the subscription to the required 
amount, | : 

In 1892 he was appointed to the Board of 
Education and was made chairman of its 
Finance committee. He changed the sys- 


|} tem of paying the employés from currency 


to checks. He was one of the organizers of 
the Royal Trust company’s bank, and re- 
mained a director unitl 1896, when he re- 
signed. | 
In Conflict with Board Rules. 

Mr. Lindblom’s,.encounter with the strin- 
gent rules of the board regarding trading 
occurred on Jan. 15. One of the rules of the 
board prohibits trading in grain or other 
articles dealt in on the floor after the close 
of the regular session, at noon on Saturday 
and at 1:15 o’clock on other days. In Jan- 
wary a bulletin was posted calling attention 
to the rule and the penalties for its viola-

What is declared by Commissioner of Pub- 


lic Works Blocki to be an attempt to de- 


prive the city of property on which no taxes 
have been paid for forty-three years was 
made yesterday by Richard T. Crane of the 
Crane company and the Pittsburg, Cincin- 
nati, Chicago and St. Louis railway com- 
pany. 

By a notice filed with the County Re 
corder, Mr. Crane and the railway company 
seek to revoke the offer of certain streets on 
the West Side to the city. The offer was 
made over forty-three years ago by William 
B. Ogden and Henry Coggill, the owners of 
the property at that time. In the notice 
filed yesterday it is stated that the streets 
will be used for private purposes. The 
Streets in question are: 

Maplewood place, between Ogden avenue and 
West Fourteenth street. 

Fourteenth street, between Maplewood place and 


Campbell avenue. 


Each street is sixty-six feet wide, Maple- 
wood avenue ifs a block long, and Fourteenth 
street is half a block long. 

In the revocation notice it Is stated that 
the streets were offered to the city on June 
17, 1858, by the owners at that time, when 
the Ogden subdivision was platted. Since 
that time, according to the notice, the city 
has not used the streets and has made no 
improvements on them. 

Mr. Crane went before a notary public on 
Nov. 5, 1900, and the Third Vice President. 
of the railway company went before a notary 


on June 5, 1901, and made the statement - 


given in the revocation of the dedication of 
the streets, but the document did not goto 
record until yesterday. Neither of the 
streets are opened for public use, being in- 
cluded in a fenced tract which formed the 
old American association baseball park.

The break in May corn was precipitated by 
rumors that Harris-Gates were out of their 
long line, as much as by any other factor. 
There were evidently a good many holders 
who had bought on the theory that there 
would be manipulation to put the market up 
for them, and when uncertain of that as- 
sistance lost no time in getting out of their 
bargains. 
The Richardsons are figuring that accord- 
ing to the testimony of William H. Chadwick, 
chairman of the Transportation committee, 
before the House Committee on Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce in Washington on 
Tuesday they must have made at east 
$2,000,000 out of the Santa Fé road last year.

There is considerable objection to the 
proposed amendment requiring a minimum 
capital. of $100,000 for corporations using 
the clearing-house.

VANDERBILTS CONCERNED OVER 
NORTHWESTERN PURCHASES. 


| Director Eckels Says Union Traction 


Company Could Have Resumed Div- 
idends but for Increased Taxes— 
‘New Reports of Purchase of Cobb 
Estate City Railway Stock — First 
National Bank May Subscribe for 
New British Consols. 


Vanderbilt interests are said to be some- 
what concerned over the recent purchases 
which have caused the sharp and almost un- 
Yroken advance in Northwestern stock. 
Transfers of shares or the bookstef the com- 
pany are said to have been few in number, 
and such as have been made were in the 
names of brokers, so that no clew to the real 
owners could be obtained. 

One of the reports in circulation is that a 
large short interest has been created in the 
stock, which will be squeezed before long. 
The Vanderbilts are understood to hold too 
little stock to control the road unless out- 
gide holders turn over their proxies, as they 
have done annually for years. If the Van- 
derbilts do not have that support the buyers 
‘who have taken on considerable lines of 
stock might be in a position to swing the 
control away from them. 

The situation is am interesting one, and Is 
made doubly so by the sensational manner 
in which Louisville and Nashville has just 
been wrested from the hands of men who 
thought they held a;secure grip on the prop- 
erty. It is evident that tHe acquisitions of 
Northwestern are not merely by the public 
or by people who want to scalp a profit from 
the stock. At present prices Northwestern 

nets the buyer only about 2% per cent inter- 
est on his investment, and safe railroad 
stocks and bonds can be bought which will 
yield better than that. The stock does not 
carry itself.’’ } 

The conclusion, therefore, is that the buy- 
ing is by people who want to get a large 
enough interest in the road to secure repre- 
sentation on the Board of Directors, and 
that suggests the Moores, or the Gates par- 
ty, which seems to be working in harmony 
with the Moores at present. 

Unless supported by other holdings of 
stock.it is not believed that any one could 
buy control of Northwestern in the open 


| market without running the price up to a 


prohibitive figure. At the same time there 
are enormous investment holdingsiof! North- 
western in the hands of hanks and insur- 
ange companies which would probably be

Control of Systems Lost. 


The control of two great railroad systems
